He had been accustomed 
to often going to the home of his 
brother, Mr. Clarence Dixon, nearby, 
and the membera of the family sup- 
posed Ihnt he had Rono there and had 
decided to spend Ihe nleht 

Thursdiiy niornUiK when the younc 
Mr. Wlllett wen; to the Imrn to feed 
his stock.' he discovered his father 
banging In one ot the sheds of the 
ham. Mr. Wlllett had climbed to tho 
third Her of the barn and had secure- 
ly fa.'denod one end of a lonp lasso 
rope, which the son had brought back 
from theWeat The other end waa tied 
about his neck He Is supposed to 
have lumped from the top ot the first 
tier. Hhis feet were ahotit three fee' 
from the floor of Ihe barn. Coroner 
lllRKlns InvesllRatPd. 

Mr. Wlllett was 51 years of age and 
la survived by hIa wlfk and tour child 
ren. He was In rood financial condi 
linn but his health had been tailing

It waa 
urged on behalf of the law tha« a re- 
quirement to register pistol.i would 
act as a deterrent to crime. 

A fee of one dollar Is required witl 
the riTislratlon of tlie iii.stol and the 
county clerk is required to furnish the 
secreury ot aute with a complete llat 
of all persons registering pistols In his 
couity.

flee from »26 to $.100 or confined in 
Jail from 30 days to sis months.

SENATE APPROVES 
NAVAILIMIT; POISON 
GAS IS OUTLAWED

WasliiiiKtou. .\iarcli "S. — The t»o 
arms conlerence treaties limiting na- 
Ties of the great, powers and restrict- 
ing the use of submarines and poison 
gas were ratified In a landslide of ap- 
probation today by the Senate. 

To ihe naval limitation covenant, 
declaring a naval building holiday and 
fixing a ratio of capital ship strength 
for tbe United States, Great Britain, 
Japtfn, France and Italy, the Senate 
gave Us final assent by a vote of 74 to 
1 and then almost without debate it 
accepted, 71 to 0, the pact designed to 
preyeqt submarine operations against 
merchantmen and to outlaw chemical 
warfare altogether. 

The only negative vote was cast 
against the treaty by Senator FYance, 
Republican, .Maryland, who said he re- 
garded naval reduction as a danger- 
ous' expedient under present world 
conditions.' E!very other member of the 
Irreconcilable" treaty bloc who was 
present cast a vote in the affirmative, 
although Senator Uorah, Republican, 
Idaho, told the Senate he regarded the 
treaty a^ only a beginning, and Sena- 
'tor Johnson, Republican, California, 
daolarsd he accepted the fortificationB 
"atatns quo" provisions for tlie Pacific 
yhth "grace misgivings. " 

A speech assailing tbe poison gas 
articles of the siibmarlne and gas 
treaty was made on Uie floor by Sena- 
lor Wads worth. Republican, New York, 
Chairman of the Military Committee, 
but before tbe ratification roll-call he 
left the chamber and did not vote. The 
New York Senator disagreed with the 
sUtamettt in the traatjr tait that "use 
of gas in wartkre had been Justly con- 
demned by the general opinion of the 
' ulvilized world,'' argued that chemical 
! warfare had not proved actually more 
i brutal than other accepted methods of 
' destruction and expressed a fe&r that 
{ the treaty pledges would be violated in 
; any emergency.
